Direct Transportation of 
Goods in American Bot- 
toms Recommended in 
Report. 


Washington, September 29.—The 
American government is in pos- 
session of “reliable reports” of Jap- 
anese procedure at Kobe amount- 
ing to discrimination against Amer- 
ican shipments to the Far East, ac- 
cording to a letter from Secretary 
Alexander to Chairman Benson, of 
the shipping board, published to- 
day in a bulletin of the “Far East 
commercial -intelligence.” 

Secretary Alexander’s letter was 
in reply to a communication from 
Chairman Benson, calling his atten- 
tion to instances of Japanese proce- 
dure at Kobe in conection with 
American shipments to China. 

“I wish to acknowledge with 
thanks receipt of your letter of 
September 10 referring to instances 
of Japanese procedure at Kobe in 
connection with American shipments 
to the Far East,” the secretary said. 
“This department is well aware of 
this situation, which, according to 
the discrimination, is in almost ev- 
ery case so subtle, notwithstanding 
its effectiveness, that it is almost 
impossible to take formal action. 

“The best solution of the matter 
seems to be direct transportation 
of American goods in American 
ships wherever possible.” 

In his letter of ransmittal to 
the bulletin, Chairman Benson said: 

“Of course, the suggestion of the 
secretary that American goods be 
transported in American ships wher- 
ever possible received my hearty 
indorsement, and is the constant 
aim of the shipping board.” 

Reports have reached the depart- 

ment, Secretary Alexander said to- 
day, which tend to show that Amer- 
ican shipments to Kobe in Japa- 
nese bottoms [or transshipment to 
Chinese ports have been subjected 
to delays and excessive charges, for 
handling and reshipping, which in 
some cases amounted to 200 or 300 
per cent more than the freight orig- 
inally prepaid. 2 

Japanese procedure at Kobe, for- 
eign trade experts of the depart- 
ment explained, has been directed 
against goods shipped by other 
countries as well as the United 
States in line with an aggressive 
policy for the development of their 
trade and shipping. 


TOKIO IS SILENT 
ON NEGOTIATIONS. 

Tokio, September 28.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Authorities at the 
Sapanese foreign office declined to 
discuss negotiations with the 
United States relative to anti-Jap- 
anese legislation in California. All 
they will say is that everything pos- 
sible is being done to find an 
amicable and successful solution of 
the problem, which they admit is 
difficult. 

In well-informed circles there is 
an impression that the plan of pro- 
posing a joint commission to study 
the subject is considered as one 
possible means of reaching an ad- 
justment. It is remarked here that 
precedents exist for such procedure, 
the Newfoundland fisheries and 
Alaskan sealing questions being 
cited. 

Should the referendum measures 
be carried in California, it is be- 
‘lieved the first step of the Japa- 
ese government would be to ask 


Washington to postpone the opera- 
tion of the laws, pending official 
negotiation, as Tokio cannot, 
course, negotiate with California. 
Responsible circles voice the con- 
*viction that Washington is sincere- 
ly desirous of reaching a satisfac- 
tory settlement of this question, 
which Japan regards as of great 
importance because it affects the 
rights of her people residing in a 
friendly country. 

Newspapers have reported that 
Japan would seek to revive the 
racial equality proposal made dur- 
ing the peace conference at Ver- 
sailles, but the foreign office re-

BY VISCOUNT GHEY 


Government of Ireland 
Has Never Been Such a 
Reproach and Discredit 
as Today, He Declares.

IRISH ARE LACKING 
IN SOME ESSENTIALS 


Former Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs Suggests 
Emerald Isle Be Allow- 
ed to Draw Own Agree- 
ment.

September 29.—Biting 
criticism of the government’s pol- 
icy in dealing with Ireland—from 
its  wiggiers of the MacSwiney case 
to s attitude on reprisals—cou- 
pled with some novel suggestions 
for @ settlement of the situation, 
are contained in a letter to The 
Westminster Gazette by Viscount 
Grey, former secretary of state for 
foreign affairs. 

“The government of _§ Ireland,” 
said Grey, “has never been such a 
reproach and discredit to “’ British 
statesmanship as it is today.” 

The viscount emphasizes the cabi- 
net’s seeming inability to prevent 
or to punish crime, pointing out that 
this, however, has not been a fault 
of the present government, but a 
heritage from the past. But he de- 
clares that the only solution of the 
whole problem is to permit the Irish 
to draw up their own agreement. | 

“This,” he says, “unforunately 
they will never do except under 
pressure of a sense of responsibil- 
ity—which the Irish _have néver 
had.” 

In that -part of his letter dealing 
with construction, the viscount sug- 
gests first, a definite announcément 
that Great Britain can never have 
but one foreign policy, and one army 
and navy. 

Ireland Left Free. 

In all other ways, however, Ire- 
land, he urges, should be left as free 
as any of the other self-governing 
dominions, and must settle upon her 
own form of government. In order 
to arrive at such an agreement, both 
sides must have.time. He suggests 
that a period of two years would 
be sufficient, Great Britain to con- 
tinue administration over Irish af- 
fairs during that period, withdraw- 
ing eventually when the responsi- 
bility of the Irish government shall 
be established. 

GREY PROPOSES 
NEW SOLUTION. 

London, September 29.—Viscount 
Grey, former ambassador to the 
United States, in a letter to The 
Westminster Gazette today, puts 
forwerd new proposals for the so- 
lution of the Irish problem. He 
declares the-present home-rule bili} 
is not accepted by any one, and 
Says: 

“The only practicable policy that 
any prospects of success seems to 
me to have three cardinal points. 
First, a definite aC rHTe nt that 
for these two islands of Great Brit- 
tain and Ireland, there can: be only 
one foreign policy, one, army and 
one navy, and that ‘we cannot 
stand separation in these mat- 
ters any more than the north could

Stand separation of the south in 
the United States. 

“Second, with this exception, Irish- 
men must be as free as the peoples 
of the great self-governing domin- 
ions to settle for themselves how 


“Third, to give time for them to 
come to agreement with each other 
and ray up their own scheme, the 
British government will continue to 
perform, as best it can, the func- 
tion of government in Ireland for a 
period not to exceed two years, but 
at the end of that period, or sooner, 
if Ireland is ready, it will with- 
draw.” 


SINN FEIN INVOLVED 
IN PLOT ON TREASURY. 


London, September 29. — Seven 
hundred Sinn Feiners and radicals 
were involved in the plot to destroy 
the Irish office and treasury build- 
ings in Whitehall, The Daily Ex- 
Press declares, 

It is apparent that the exposure 
of this plot, which had apparently 
been inspired by the Wall street 
explosion, in view of the method to 
be used, has worried the govern- 
ment. There is undoubtedly a great 
deal of apprehension in official cir- 
cles, as to the aftermath of Mac- 
Swiney’s case. 

On the other hand, leading Irish- 
men scoff at the Scotland Yard dis- 
eovery, and attribute it to “ner- 
voushess.” 

“The government has heavily in- 
creased the guards at Brixton pris- 
on,” said Arthur, O’Brien, president 
of the Lendon Irish Self-Determi- 
nation league. “The number now 
runs to five hundred, many of whom 
are plainclothes men. stationed in 
the neighborhood of the jail.

WANTED TO AID FRIEND 
TO ESCAPE, SHE ASSERTS 


Saws Were Being Brought 
to Jack Allen, Alias 
George B. Swayne, Who 
Is Being Held on For- 
gery Charges. 


As the result of a badly attempted 
jail delivery. Frances Griffin, pret- 
ty 18-year-old girl, who gave her 
address as the Child’s 1. l, was ar- 
rested in the Fulton county fail 
Wednesday shortly after the noon 
hour following the discovery of 
hacksaw blades in a basket of  edi- 
bles, which, it is stated, she had 
brought to her® friend, Jack Allen, 
alias George B. Swayne. She is 
being held in default of a $3,000 
bond. 

According to Deputy Sheriffs Hol- 
land and Rolader, who took the 
prisoner into custody, she came to 
the Tower with the basket on her 
arm and asked that the jailer de- 
liver it to “her Jack.” Mr. Hol- 
land passed’ the basket inside to 
Mr. Rolader. who discovered the 
saws during his investigation of the 
contents. 

The girl made no denial of her 
intention to smuggle the “where- 
with to escape” to her friend, stat- 
ing that he had given her the 
money for the purpose and that 
she wanted to help him. 

Allen is being held in ttre“Tower 
under charges of passing and pos- 
sessing forged checks, fom obtain- 
ing money and goods under false 
pretenses. He is wanted for sim- 
ilar offenses in Toronto, Ontario. 

He was arrested a few days ago 
by specail officers of the Atlanta

New York, September °29,—Police 
were called to Carnegie hall _ to- 
night to eject a crowd of men and 
women who forced their way into 
the building during the _ tercen- 
tenary celebration of the landing of 
the Pilgrims. , 

The intruders, carrying banners 
with anti-British inscriptions, cre- 
ated great disorder with shouts of 
“Hurrah for America! Down with 
England!” 

The disturbance reached such 
proportions that it was impossi- 
ble for the speakers to continue 
and it was decided to adjourn to 
meeting without further attempt to 
complete the program. 

A group of women who ‘said 
they were members of an organ- 
ization known as “the American 
women pickets for the  enforce- 
ment of America’s war aims,” led | 
the intruders. Somie of the banners 
they carried bore the names of 
British delegates to the _ tercen- 
tenary celebration and  character- 
ized the delegates as “British 
spies.” 

The disturbance’ started when 
the British anthem, “God, Save the 
King,” was reached on the pro- 
gram. Several boys and girls in 
a chorus of the musical program 
left the stage, saying they would 
not sing the number and that they 
did not know it was on the pro- 
gram. 

Two men, wearing United States 
army uniforms and carrying the 
American flag, also lem the stage. 

When the piano and organ that 
accompanied the chorus broke into 
the strains of the British anthem, 
shouts arose in various parts of 
the hall. The instruments contin- 
ued, however, and part of the cho- 
rus and audience started singing 
the words of “America” at the same 
time many of the chorus left the 
stage.

The statement by Williams and 
the newspapers reports of Felsch’s 
confession tallied with those made 
yesterday by Eddle Cicotte and Joe 
Jackson.

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Auto Death Toll 
For 1920 Exacts 
Thirty-four Lives 


Of This Number, Seven 
Were Children Less 
Than Fourteen Years of 
Age—Casualty Rate Av- 
erages Four Per Month. 


The death toll exacted by automo- 
biles in the city of Atla). during 
the nine months passed of 1920 to- 


tals 34 individuals, 7 of whom were 
age, 


children under 14 years of 
scarcely matured enough to realize 
the dangers to which they were ex- 
posed. The official records of the 
city health bureau recall the addi- 
tional fact that 11 of the victims 
were just in their ‘twenties. 

In order to emphasize the tragedy 
of this death record the maximum 
life of the 34 individuals, had they 
lived, may be arbitrarily set at 70 
years. Assuming this case, the au- 
tomobiles have robbed the city of 
1,286 years of its citizens’ lives. 

The automobile casualty rate av- 
erages approximately four per 
month. Eight women have lost 
their lives by this one cause and 
more than three times that many 
men. 

The most pathetic part of the sto- 
ry is that dealing with the little 
children. But the disregard for. 
childhood helplessness is attested 
by the list of those who lost their 
lives: Ralph Mitchell, 6 years, of 
1 Cleveland avenue; Annie Morrow. 
Washington, 3 years, of 180 Little 


street; Garrett Jones, 14 years, of 
251 Marietta; Jack Harrison, 6 
years, of College Bark; Fred Win- 
ifred, 6 years, of 59 Travis street; 
Leland Stanford Garner, Jr., 5 years, 
of Piedmont road: Elizabeth McFall, 
2 years, of 986 DeKalb avenue. 


> Four Non-Residents. 


Of the fatally inured, 8 were be- 
tween the ages of 50 and 70 years; 
19 were between 15 and 50 years, 
and 7 were under 14 years. Four ot 
the thirty-four were non-residents, 
Visiting Atlanta, when they met 
their end. 

In the entire state of Georgia 
during the year 1919 there were 8&5 
fatalities by automobiles. For the 
first six months of 1920, from Jan- 
yary through June, the state board 
of health records show a total of 51 
deaths, which indicates a much 
higher total for this year than for 
last. The danger is not purely lo- 
cal by any means, but judging from 
press reports it would seem that 
Atlanta_and Augusta are leading all 
other Georgia citiés in automobile 
deaths.

Cex a Progressive. 

“T have read recently,” he said,

The league of nations 
offers an opportunity to realize the 
greatest hope huimanity has ever 
cherished; namely, assured peace 
through a concert of the great na- 
tions whiéh will bring about mili- 
tary disarmament and relegate in- 
ternational disputes to arbitration 
and peaceful settlement. Prosper- 
ity everywhere will be promoted 
through the increased production 
and the decreased tax burdens 
which will come frum universal dis- 
armament and the security of peace 
and order. 


Masses Against War. 


“How can women and that great 
army of toilers in industry and on 
the farm assert their power and in- 
fluence with greater benefit to hu- 
manity than by support of a ra- 
tional plan to prevent war?

ESCAPE OF HALL 


Authorities at Soldiers’ 
Home Will Ask Prison 
Board to Allow Convicts 
to Remain at Institution. 


As an aftermath of the investiga- 
tion! by Solicitor General John A. 


Boykin, of the escape of Alfred Hall 
several weeks ago, after, it is al- 


leged, he attempted to assault a 6- 
year-old white girl residing near 
the Confederate Soldiers’ home, in 
East Atlanta, where he was a con- 


vict orderly under a life imprison- 
ment sentence for murder, Captain 
W. E. McAllister and other officials 
of the institution have been cited 
to appear before the prison com- 
mission this morning to show cause 
why the remaining nine convicts 
stationed at the home should not be 
removed. 

The investigation of Hall’s es- 
cape was started Monday by So- 
licitor General Boykin at the re- 
quest of several prominent Atlan- 
tans, and after he had learned Sher- 
iff James I. Lowry had not been 
officially informed of the life-term- 
er’s escape. The ten convicts sta- 
tioned at the home were placed 
there three months ago under a rul- 
ing by Attorney General R. A. Den- 
ny to the effect the commission 
had authority to allow a specified 
number of prisoners to work there. 

Captain McAllister and other of- 
ficials of the home will request the 
commission this morning to allow 
the convicts to remain, the former 
stated when interviewed last night, 
giving as their main reason that 
with the exception of Halls at- 
tempt to assault the. white child, 
all have been on good behavior,

After a conference with the board 
we decided to ask the commission to 
allow us ten men from the state 
farm to do the work, and after 
hearing our reasons and Attorney 
General Denny had rendered a de- 
cision on the question, the commis- 
sioners granted the petition.

The solicitor gener- 
al recently declared any law that 
will allow the state prison commis- 
sion to place life-termers as serv- 
ants in anv state institution, where 
the latter are not under guard, wis 
an outrage and should be repealed

Cleveland, September 29.—F. W. 
Galbraith, Jr.\ of Cineinnati, was 
unanimously elected national com- 
mander of the American Legion 
here today at the closing session 
of its second annual convention. 

The passing of a resolution which 
puts the American Legion on record 
as being in favor of the rigorous 
exclusion of Japanese as immi- 
grants, and the decision of the cuon- 
vehtion to continue its policy of 
Strict neutrality” in régard to po- 
litical questions, were the predom- 


|inating questions acted upon. 


The Japanese question came up 
im the morning session when the 
Genmnitine on Americanization pre- 
ted its report. This report 
ted: 

'“Be it resolved, That we go on 
récord as being in favor of the can- 
céllation of the so*ealled ‘gentle- 
men’s agreement’ with Japan: ex- 
clusion of ‘picture brides,’ and rig- 
orous exclusion of Japanese as im- 
migrants. 

“And that we enter a Vigorous 
protest against the demand of Ja- 
pan that naturalfzation, rights be 
granted to its nationals now located 
in the United States, and that we 
earnestly request the state depart- 
ment of the United States in its 
settlement of this question not to 
consider any proposition which will 
grant ,rights of naturalization to 
this unassimilable people.”’

THE “LADYBIRD” PEST. 

The southeastern states are 
threatened with an entirely new 
insect pest that works havoc, ac- 
cording to reports, to bean and 
cowpea crops. 

It has reached a menacing 
stage in several counties in Ala- 
bama, around Birmingham, and 
the department of agriculture is 
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fearful that the infestation has al- 
ready spread to Georgia, Tennes- 
see and Mississippi. 

So disastrous is the new insect, 
which enjoys the Very attractive 
‘name of “Ladybird,” that an en- 
‘tlre crop can be destroyed within 
three to six days, which is record 
speed for beetle vamps. 

The United States department 
of agriculture, in broadcasting a 
‘timely warning, says: 


“In the west this pest is confined 
to edible and soy beans as a food 
plant. Its new habit of feeding 
upon cowpeas tremendously in- 
creases its possibilities for injury. 
Since it may also be found to sub- 
sist on velvet beans, the Kudzu vine, 
‘and related plants, there fs no bar- 
rier to its continued spread over the 
-entire eastern United States. Like 
‘the Colorado potato beetle, it can 
‘withstand any extremes of tempera- 
ture which it is likely to meet. The 
“Mexican bean beetle has recently 
‘been the subject of publication, 
Farmers’ Bulletin 1074, in which its 
‘present known distribution outside 
‘of Alabama has been mapped. If 
unchecked, this insect may spread 
}rapidly to neighboring states, thence 
} northward until the entire eastern 
‘United States is overrun, since it is 
-eapable of breeding wherever beans 
are grown. The serious possibili- 


- 


Hive to the crop with those experi- 


‘ties to the south through the pres- 


enced on account of the boll weevil. 
While the insect has appeared in 
Alabama apparently through a 
“eommercial jump,” probably with 
shipments of western alfalfa hay, it 
flies readily and has created a prob- 
lem very similar to that of the Colo- 
rado potato beetle in the past.” 


The bean and cowpea crops are 
potential factors in southern agri- 
culture. They are not only feed 
crops so essential to the live- 
stock industry, but they are 
money ‘crops as important, in a 
measure, as those of the many 
other money crops raised by the 
southern planter. ' 

Farmers should be on the alert 
as to this new pest, acquaint 
themselves with the methods of 
eradication, and be prepared to 
fight this new “ladybird” wher- 
ever she shows her head.

WOOL FROM COTTON. 

The last issue of The South Afri- 
can Journal of Industries, which 
has just reached this country, 
makes an announcement of pecu- 
liar interest to the cotton mills of 
the south. 

According to this journal, which 
is one of the most reliable indus- 
trial publications in the world, a 
process has been discovered by 
which artificial wool can be pro- 
duced from eotton waste. 

It is estimated that the cotton 
waste in the mills of the south 
alone is nearly 1,000,000 pounds a 
year. If it is true that this wasfe 
can be made commercially profit- 
able it is not only of interest to 
the mill operator, but to the con- 
sumer of fabrics.

Leeds (Enftigland) university, where 
wastes have been successfully con- 
verted into fabrics. 

Although the fabric woven from 
the artificial wool is said to be a 
good insulator against heat and 
cold, the product is not adaptable 
to the production of worsted yarn, 
because of its short fibers.

The famous Tired Busi 
ness man will at once dismiss the 
thought as the notion of a “nut.” 
Yet exercise is the remedy for that 


tired feeling which so depresses and 
discourages @ man with the wrong 
idea of hygiene. For illustration: 
My Dear Mr. Brady: 
T am an old man, but the condi- 
tions of my business have made it 
necessary for me to work very hard 
for geveral months. Iam on my feet 
and “on the jump” almost inceés- 
santly from the time I get up until 
I retire. Two months ago I was so 
tired mornings that I became de- 
pressed. Prompted. by your inter- 
esting discussions of exercise I re- 
newed some morning exercises lI had 
learned inaclass drill in a previous 
century. Immediately my fatigue 
disappeared. One would think that 
to add any kind of exercise to the 
\work that I do would be a waste 
of strength. The last time that I 
got up too late to take my exercise 
1 went home at night completely ex- 
hausted and discouraged. I did not 
realize what was the matter until 
nearly ready for bed—so it could not 
have been autoguggestion. 
’ Jt is simpty a fact, in my exper- 
jence, that four or five minutes brisk 
exercise in the morning boosts me 
through, fresh and strong, the ab- 
normally long hours I have to 
work,

Even that fatigue which is pro- 
duced by long hard muscular effort 
is most promptly relieved by rest 
without sleep. The fatigue which 
persons engaged in business er pro- 
fessional work experience is not 
muscular,* of course. 

Muscle activity. brisk 
causes an increased absorption of 
oxygen. This is not theory, but 
demonstrated fact. Fatigue is pro- 
ruced by an accumulation of tissue 
by-products which are incompletely 
oxidized and must be disposed of 
before the individual can feel re- 
freshed. Exercise increases the ox- 
idation of these tissue by-products 
and thus relieves fatigue. If the 
by-products are derived from hard 
muscular work, they will be more 
readily oxidized during rest with- 
out sleep, for in sleep the oxidation 
process slows down naturally. 

These fatigue substances, tissue 
fuel, are chiefly acid in character. 

When we prescribe two miles of 
oxygen once, twice or thrice daily 
on the hoof,. that is exercise, and it 
is fine for that tired feeling. 

It is indeed an effort, many a 
mofning And many a night, to begin 
your efficiency exercises. You just 
hate to begin, you are so tired and 
weary.+«It goes against the grain, 
and, as our correspondent says, it 
seems like adding still more fatigue. 
But if you have learned the great 
value of self-discipline you will 
drive yourself to your exercise, and 
very shortly you will have experi- 
enced an extraordinary relief from 
fatigue—for you have started the 
oxidation of your fatigue poisons. 

The T. B. M. makes the mistake 
of going to a show, or a ball game, 
Or some such doubtful recreation. 
He should put on a show of his own, 
or start a game of three-old-cat in 
the vacant lot. He sorely needs ex- 
ercise, not rest. Muscular exercise 
is the kind of rest his system re- 
quires.

MARSHALL NELMS 
PLANS TO UNEARTH 
BACK CITY TAXES 


A proposal to unearth intangible 
property, which has not been re- 
turned Tor city taxation, was made 
to the tax committee of council 


Wednesday afternoon by Marshall 
Nelms, one of the special tax in- 
vestigators appointed by State Tax 
Commissioner H. J. Fullbright un- 
der an act passed at the recent se5- 
sibn of the legislature.

In response to a track. call is- 
sued Wednesday out at Georgia 
Tech by Coach Alexander, nearly 
a hundred men attended the meet- 
ing held immediately after football 
practice in the concrete stadium.
